FACILlTrKS TOIi THK WOKE. 


A disheartened man would find no en- 


couragement if it were not for the Bible 
aud Fruit mission, the City Prison associa 
tion. the Home of Industry aud other prac- 
tical philanthropic institutions. This ter- 
ritory belongs more properly to the mission 
on account of its situation there, though 
philanthropy of the right kind knows no 
bounds or limit in its work. But the mis- 
sion devotes one of its branches to reclaim- 
ing ex-convicts who have just returned 
from the island. 


The main objects of the mission are to 


care for the sick in the city hospitals and 
prisons, and also to furnish food and lodg- 
ing for poor but honest men. The mission 
is succeeding in this line of work, but from 
a broader point of view it would seem that 
its more modest endeavor, that of assisting 
released prisoners, was more deserving of 
encouragement in this eminently practical 
age. 


Judged by results, the mission has ac- 


complished a great deal in this direction. 
But it is an institution of a symmetrical 
scope, and leaves little undone in the way 
of getting at the unfortunate people who 
need the proper kind of help. It has an 
organization that includes many practical 
and wealthy philanthropists, and it sup- 
ports an eating and lodging house, a broom 
factory and a chapel. The buildings ere 
modest, but not unattractive. 


The coffee house, as tlie eating house U 


called, can seat ISO people, and serves 400 
or 500 meals a day at prices that are within 
the reach of the poorest patrons in the neigh- 
borhood. The lodging house can accom- 
modate 150 men, and they have to pay only 
fifteen cents for a night's lodging.

broom factory stands behind the other 
buildings, where its charges work ia seclu- 
sion.

of original investigation, not only the lim 
itations of statistics, but the fact that per- 
fectly honest and 
truthful statistical 


tables may not only be vicious in them- 
selves but may also lead to the most 
worthless conclusions, the tables them- 
selves not indicating and it not being pos- 
sible to fully indicate by them tha exact 
truth they contain. 


The method I believe is the surest for as- 


certaining conditions and tlie truest on 
which to base conclusions, but the method 
must be supplemented by full and frank 
analysis. A statistical table independent 
of such analysis is to me what a red flag is 
to a bull. It immediately excites antag- 
onism antl invites att.ick. 


The value of any statistical pr»sentatioL 


must depend upon the basis upon which it 
is made, tlie integrity of the collection ol 
the various elements of it, nnd the analysis 
which accompanies it. No one has any 
right to quote statistical tables without 
using and understanding the analysis ol 
them. It is because of the flippant and 
careless Use of statistics by writers and 
speakers that it receives their condemna-

It was destroyed in the 
Twelfth century by an earthquake, and its 
site was forgotten until 1404, when the city 
was occupied by the Knights of St. John, 
and accidental discoveries led to excava- 
tions. During the present century the sar- 
cophagus of Mansolus and that of Arte- 
misia have been discovered, also the statues 
of both and many bas reliefs and fragments 
of marble ornamentation. 


The ground plan has been distinctly 


traced, the area being 100 by 130 feet. The 
monument consisted of abasement gixty- 
flve feet in height, on which was an Ionic 
colonnade twenty-five feet high, above 
which rose a pyramid with the statues of 
Mimsolusand Artemisia at the summit. 
The total height is 140 feet. The investi- 
gations and excavations were carried on 
about the middle of this century under the 
auspices of the British government, and 
the sculptures discovered ara now in the 
British museum.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

PRECAUTIONS. 


Eark, close fitting clothing and such 


as compresses the chest and neck 
should be avoided during the heated 
term. 
F«r those obliged to labor in 


the sun, light clothing and a straw or 
light felt hat, permitting free circula- 
tion of air, are preferable. 


OD very hot days, one should drink 


frequently, but in small quantities. A 
large amount of ice water, cold boor, 
soda water, mineral \vater or other iced 
drink, entering the stomach at one 
time, is injurious. 


Cool water, into which oat meal has 


been stirred, is a safe and refreshing 
drink. 
Water should not be drunk in 


considerable quantities at a lower tem- 
perature than spring water, namely, 
50° Fahrenheit. Immediate death is 
often caused by "ice cold" drinks. 
The immoderate use of alcoholic bev- 
erages is also dangerous. 


The sleeping-room should be freely 


ventilated and cool. 
Constipation of 


the bowels should be avoided. When 
over-heated, work slowly, frequently 
cooling the head, chest and back with 
cold water. Keep a wet cloth or some 
green leaves in the hat on the head, 
frequently wetting them with cold 
water. 
When on a very hot day, the 


skin becomes dry and uncomfortably 
hot, a burning sensation is felt in the 
1 ead, and the face is flushed and the 
eyes blood-shot with frequent tendency 
lo urinate, the person should immedi- 
ately quit work, retire to a cool place 
and rest in quietness; and if not speed- 
ily relieved from sensation of heat, 
take a cold bath. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The attack may be very sudden and 


take the form of delirium in which the 
patient rushes wildly about and may 
attack those around him ; or he may 
become weak and sink to tbe ground 
as if in a fainting spell or stupor. 
Loss of consciousness and mental dis- 
turbance may be only partial. Nausea 
or sickness at the stomach often pre- 
cedes the onset. 
Convulsions may 


occur.

TREATMENT. 


1. Carry the patient into a cool and 


shaded place, where there is plenty of 
pure, fresh air. 


2. Strip his clothing to the waist, 


and place him in a recumbent position. 


3. Pour cold water (ice water is 


best) upon his head and chest until 
consciousness returns. The points at 
which the blood may be most effectually 
cooled are the wrists, the temples, and 
the ears, because at those points it 
approaches the surface more nearly in 
considerable quantities. Ice may be 
applied to the head and chest and rub- 
bed over the body, but if the skin is 
cold no ice should be applied. Inter- 
nally, small doses of brandy may be 
administered with success ; but in all 
cases of Sunstroke the patient should, 
as soon as possible, be placed in charge 
of a competent physician. 


The patient should do no mental 


work for some months, and should keep 
free from all excitement. 
Persons 


who have once suffered from Sunstroke 
are liable to a second attack. 
Insan- 


ity, in some of its varied forms, fre1. 
quently follows Sunstroke.

DR. MERRIAI^ TELLS WHAT GOVERN- 


MENT SURVEYORS SAW. 


Deutli Valley, tho Terror of Wandering 


Immigranti. In Uasteru Cullfornin and 
Southwe»te rn 
Nevuda, I>e«cxibed by 


Oue Who HUB Trar«lud There. 


Dr. C. Hart Merriaiu, chief of a govern- 


ment biological survey which bus been 
working for months in Death valley, is in 
the city. Dr. Merriam has studied closely 
the strange region of which so much has 
been eaij, ai d he is tbe first in the city 
qualified to s.ieak of the valley. He baa 
camped with! a the glare of its salt beds, 
has felt its inl olernble heat and viewed its 
tplendid desolation, and 1ms faced its 
scorching bla.c ta of wind and red hot Band 
that rage Ixtween tho towering black 
mountains which wall the silent chasm. 


H« has bee a in the midst of its death 


dealing elements, has tasted of its poisoned 
wells, and baa forced his way over ita 
treacherous sands, and over ground that 
crumbled beneath the weight of man or 
horse. He to d the Btorr of his adventures 
to a reporter ast night 


"The valley and its lowering black walls 


of barren rock," he said, "are weird and 
strangely sublime in their desolation. Foi 
miles and miles the curious mountains 
niny be seen outlined against the clearsky. 
From the top of Telescope peak, the high- 
est of the P.iuamiut or western range 
which shuts the valley in, one may look 
down a dizzy black precipice 12,000 feet to 
the level of tbe valley, as white as snow. 


Stretching I roin the mountain's root aro 


the glistening fields of salt. 
Here and 


Ihcre are running streams of salt and min- 
eral waters. To drink of them la to die. 
The view is closed in by the gloomy cliffs 
of the Funeral mountains, which form an 
impenetrable barrier at tbe ea-* of tbe 
the canyon. The scene is one of violent con- 
trasts of glaring whites and dead blacks. 


WHEEE NATURE IS AWFUL. 


"The valley U tbe most barren and the 


lowest of n series in eastern California and 
southwestern 'Nevada. At a rough esti- 
mate it is about ISO feet below the level of 
the sea. It runs generally north and 
south, ttlthou 'h its worst region turns to 
the northwest. This portion lias been 
named Mesqniia valley. 


"It ia a rejrf»ii ,fsr worse than Death val- 


ley proper. The v»lluy may be compared 
to the Grand .:anyon of the Colorado. It la 
rather an trrpnense chasm than a valley. 


tt iff aljout 130 males long, 'ahS a5 ife 'broail- 
est part is only eighteen miles wide. In 
some parts it is no more than fifteen miles 
n width. 


"In this frightful place, baked and blis- 


tered by the intolerable heat, holding with- 
n itholf innumerable elements of death, 
revealing strange aspects) of natural deso- 
iution, our party has been ut work for 
mouths. 


"Ou either side of the valley, stretcTiiiiR 


almost ita entire length, is a range of 
mountains, absolutely barren of animal 
and vegetable life. The western ran«e is 
;he Panamint, averaging in height about 
9,000 feet. The eastern range Is tha Funer- 
al, a suggestive and not unfit name. The 
Funeral mountains line fully 7,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. 


These mountains are black, with the ex- 


ceptiou of curious patches of red rock. 
Away to the north is Mount Magruder. 
Beyond in the distance HMS the heights of 
the Sierras. Almost at the southern limit 
of the valley is Mount Ivanwatch. Behind 
It Is tho 'Devil's Playground,' a region of 
absolute barrenness. 


'Down the valley a hot, suffocating wind 


Mown wilh terrific velocity. In its course 
through tho stricken region it gathers a 
black cloud of hot, shifting sand that has 
Lilinded many an unwary horse and rider. 
Under the glistening beds of crystallized 
salt in places arc miming streams of salt 
water. Beneath these is bUll nnother bed 
of suit. 


"In other parts of tho valley are wastes 


of hot sand drawn in some places into high 
mounds by the whirling blasts that sweep 
down the canyon. There, too, Is tbe most 
curious earth I have teen—self raising earth 
It has been called. As far an the eye can 
see it ap[)eara in cuvving outline, up and 
down, as If puffed by a natural yeast. The 
unfortunate animal that steps upon the 
little hills will crush through, for they are 
not much more than fragile crusts. 


"Still stranger is that section of the val- 


ley which Cor want of a better name is 
called salt earth. Innumerable pinnacles, 
tupeiingto points us fine us needles and 
over a foot long, rise in close array from 
the ground. They are as hard as stone and 
as dangerous as sharpened steel. Beneath 
and hidden by them are pitfalls, a tumble 
into which means a broken leg or arm. 
Then, too, are the rich fields of borax, 
which have lured many a man to death. 


Dreadful as is Death valley, its north- 


we'itein arm, Mesquite valley, is \vor&e. 
All of Hie water upon its surface is poison. 
Tha.wind has thrown the sand into iin 
meuse mounds, one of which is three miles 
lo-ig and 500 feet high. It was in this val- 
ley that the immigrants lost their lives. 
Water may be obtained only by digging 
deep welh, and then it is none too pure, 


PLANTS AND ANIMALS 1'ODND. 


"Our party, the biological survey of the 


Doited States government, has been in the 
valley fcr mouths. Tile general purpose of 
the department of agriculture, under which 
wewoik, is to collect facts relating to the 
distribution of species with vaiiatious of 
temperature aud humidity throughout the 
United States, and particularly in the 
western part. The results obtained will be 
of the utmost value to agriculture, for they 
will save millions of dollars spent m ex- 
periment by farmers who wish to test the 
capacity and character of their land. 


"We have found that in certain zones 


ceitaiu flora and fauna flourish. Each 
zone lias its peculiar species'which will not 
flourish in others. These zones are both 
horizontal and vertical. 


"The party chose the desolate region of 


Death valley for its labors, for from it and 
not far distant can be traced the seven 
zones we have established. 
The valley, 


notwithstanding its barren elements, has 
many phases of life. 


"It has thirty or forty species of animals 


nnd fully as many of vegetable growth. 
Nothing, of iioursn, will live on the salt or 
borax bottoms, but on the edges of these 
districts various hardy plants thrive. In 
the sand wastes are gophers, mice, bats 
and many other animals and not a few 
reptiles. 


"Many theories have been advanced to 


account for the formation of Death valley. 
1 think it quite probable that it was once 
the sink of the Mojave river. 


"Our trip has been an interesting one. 


One of my rides in tracing the course of the 
hubsonoran Kone, a region similar to the 
MeXlCUll faUU-M uf Suiiora, -vrrta 1,700 miles in 
length."—San Francisco Chronicle.

Who Were "Book and Crook." 


There have been many attempts mode tc 


explain the origin of the phrase "By Hoax 
or Crook." The Boston News letter o) 
January, 1176, explains the ejpressior 
thus: "Hook and Crook were the names 
of two English judpesat the beginning ol 
the last century. They were both men ol 
eminence in their profession, bnt not more 
remarkable-for anything than for the per 
pctual-diversity of opinion that prevailed 
between them on matters of legal juris 
prudence. Be the case what it would, 
every suitor was sure to have either Hook 
or Crook on lib side." 


Wilson's "Origin of Familiar Words and 


Phraw" says that it probably means 
"foully like a thief or holily like a bishop," 
the hook being used by burglars, tbe crook 
being the bishop's crozier. "The Hand- 
book of Fact and Fancy" gives the follow 
ing story under the heading of "By Hook 
or Crook'" "The great fire at London in 
166B dest.royed 18,200 houses, and in many 
cases obliterated all the boundary marks 
requisite to determine the sites occupied 
by buildings previous to the fire. When 
the rubbish was removed disputes aro£e 
among the people as to the position and 
extent of their landed estates. 


"Thesecontentions promised not only in- 


terminable lawsuits, but also delayed tbe 
rebuilding of the city until they could be 
settled. Accordingly two of the most ex- 
perienced surveyors of the day, Mr. Charles 
Hook and Mr. George Crook, were called 
upon to act as arbitrators in the matter, 
land owners entering into a compact to 
take the decision of Hook and Crook aa 
final and binding. Prom this fact arose 
the now famous phrase which heads this 
article." 


As a fourth solution of the mystery, an 


old London legend t-.-lls us that the numer- 
ous families of Hook and Crook formerly 
did the ferry business for the whole British 
metropolis. No odds on what boat you 
crossed the Thames you were sure to rid 3 
with Hook or Crook.—St. Louis Republic.
